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Commonwealth Prime Ministers’ Conference 


Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher went to the Lusaka conference after a 
period of “‘breathing fire’? on the question of the recognition of the 
Smith/Muzorewa “government” and the lifting of sanctions. a 

She had made sure that prominent members of the government and 
Tory Party made frequent statements making it clear that recognition was 
inevitable by November, and reinforced the point by her own widely 
quoted statement in Australia. 

Naturally the forecasts based on these comments were that the “iron 
lady” would go to Lusaka as some latter day Britannia secure in her island 
stronghold, and determined to fulfil the wishes of her right-wing to do all 
she could to protect white supremacy in Southern Africa. 

But saying and doing when faced with the reality of protecting British 
interests and investments in Africa and Asia are two different things, as 
Nigeria gently reminded Lord Carrington, much to his annoyance. Which 
is what Searchlight was trying to point out some months ago. 


The Ahmed case 


Last year the Ahmeds, Nazir and Munis, were subjected to a period of 
harassment by the National Front at their shop in Manchester. One night a 
group of men forced their way into the shop and the Ahmeds, thinking 
they were being attacked by the National Front, tried to fight them off. 

As a consequence of the struggle one of the Ahmeds went to hospital 
for treatment and they later discovered that the “raiders” were police 
looking for drugs. The outcome was that the Ahmeds were charged with 
assaulting the pclice but they claimed that since they were unaware who 
the men were that broke into the shop, they acted in self defence. 

When they were charged they pleaded not guilty and were sent to trial 
at the Crown Court. They were eventually acaitted when the judge 
stopped the trial following the prosecution case, on the grounds that there 
was no case to answer and no need for the defence to proceed. But what 
about the months of worry for the Ahmeds, how can that be calculated? 
Surely there can be no excuse for using the law as a form of harassment? 


Recruiting Young People 


In recent months there has been a noticeable increase in the number 
of young people joining both the Young Nativnal Front and British 
Movement. 

On their respective demonstrations on June 23 the young recruits made 
up sizeable proportions of the demonstrators, and whilst the Front seems 
to be having problems with its older members that doesn’t seem to be the 
position with young people. : 

Quite a proportion of the young recruits are skinheads who, unlike 
those who were involved in the Paki-bashing outburst some years ago, can 
now find a viable political expression for their racist activity. In the June 
Searchlight No.48, we warned against prematurely writing off the Front 
because of the May election results and pointed out that the success of the 
NF lay not necessarily in votes at any particular moment, but rather in the 
economic situation. 

One of the consequences of the increasing unemployment rate amongst 
young people and their lack of opportunities as a result of government 
policies, is a growing sense of disillusionment that can be a breeding 
ground for racist and fascist ideas. 

It is ironic that at a time when the NF is in the throes of an internal 
crisis, reflected by the fact that John Tyndall is touring the country 
speaking to branches in order to rally support in the face of mounting 
criticism, they are being bolstered by their youth movement. After a 
period of limited activity, schools have once again become a recruiting 
ground and they plan a big campaign when they resume after the summer - 
break.

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At the end of June, NF leader 
John Tyndall paid a much pub- 
licised visit to the United States, 
a visit which prompted speculation 
that he was meeting with leaders 
of American Nazi organisations. 


Much of this speculation has been 
borne out, and photographs of Tyndall 
addressing an audience of uniformed 
Nazis were published in at least one 
British newspaper. More revealing perhaps 
is the message which Tyndall took to 
America, revealed in a tape which Search- 
light has obtained of his speech to a 
meeting of the National States Rights 
Party. The NSRP, incidentally, is openly 
anti-Semitic and pro-Nazi, and has strong 
links with the Ku Klux Klan. 

The tour had been organised by the 
NSRP and most of the speaking engage- 
ments arranged for Tyndall were in the 
South. One of these meetings was in 
Atlanta Georgia where Tyndall addressed 
a gathering of about 150 NSRP members, 
many of whom, including young children, 
were decked out in the party’s Nazi 
uniform. On sale in the hotel conference 
room which housed the meeting were 


copies of Richard» Harwood/Verrall’s Did 
6 million really die? and NSRP insignia 
featuring the runic ‘S’ (as found in 
‘SS’). Attending the meeting were NSRP 
leaders Edward Fields and J.B. Stoner, 
the latter only recently extradited to 
Alabama to stand trial for his part in 
1963 in the bombing of an Alabama 
church which left four young girls dead. 
Also present was Gerhard Lauck of the 
NSDAP (Ausland). 

But the star attraction was John 
Tyndall whose hour long speech was 
clearly intended not to disappoint his 
Nazi audience. First they were treated 
to a guided tour of the formative 
influences upon the NF leader’s political 
development, of which the NSRP’s pro- 
Nazi newspaper Thunderbolt was singled 
out for special praise. Also cited were the 
journal Western Destiny (“now unhappily 
discontinued”) and the writings of anti- 
semite A.K. Chesterton. 


“The Jewish Problem, and every other 
Racial Problem. . .Will be dealt with.” 


Touching briefly on “the Zionist 
Conspiracy”’ Tyndall went on to detail 


the racist policies of the Front. He spoke 


of “. . . the battle for survival of white 
Britain . .. of white America... of white 
Canada . . . of white Australia ... of 


white South Africa and of white Europe”. 
Identifying “‘a new generation of the 
black tide, the black plague”’ as the major 
threat to white power he began to speak 
excitedly of “. . . the young bucks . . 
strutting the streets of our country”. 


The latest threat he claims, comes 
from the Vietnamese boat people. That 
“threat” should be dealt with simply: 
*“‘Malaysia has showed us what should be 
done. They have said, ‘We’re going to 
tow them onto the high seas, and we’re 
going to turn the guns on them if they 
come back’. Why can’t we do that?” 


But the main enemy, he went on, was 
the white sickness called ‘liberalism’ — a 
word he spat out with considerable 
venom. 

“It is this sickness, this weakness . . . 

this disease of the spirit and the will 

in the white people — that is the 

enemy we have to deal with . 

and when we have solved the white 

problem... then the black problem 


and the Jewish problem and every 
other racial problem will be a mere 
formality that can be easily dealt 
with.” 


“Puppets on the String pulled 
by International Jewry. . .” 


And with that particular choice of 
phrase Tyndall returns publicly to his Nazi 
roots. In 1977 the “Zionist conspiracy”’ 
was supplanted in Spearhead by the 
“Jewish Question’’, a formulation which 
implied that the issue was still a matter of 
controversy. Now Jewish people have 
become a fully-fledged “racial problem’. 
But Tyndall is not a man capable of 
passing over the “Jewish problem’’ quite so 
glibly. He expands: the oil crisis which 
has seen the USA humbled by the Arab 
states could be settled by an agreement 
with the Arabs. 


“But for one fact: that the British 
government, the American government, 
the German government, and prac- 
tically every other government in the 
world today dances like puppets on 
the string pulled by international 
Jewry.” 


Gone are the euphemistic codewords 
so often employed in Spearhead to refer 
to the Jews, words such as “*Zionist’’, “‘cos- 
mopolitan”’ or “alien”. The fundamentals 
of the Jewish conspiracy theory are, 
for this audience at least, no longer 
taboo, and Tyndall expounds them with 
evident relish. The words “strings of 
international Jewry’ are screamed hysteri- 
cally into the microphone. 

He contrasts the lack of will in the 
white race with the appetite for power 
of others. In another clear reference to 
Jewish people, he declares that ““There 
are other people, I believe you have a lot 
of them in New York city (much laughter 
from his audience) — they go to their 
churches, their preachers don’t say 
“Blessed are the meek’. Their preachers 
don’t say ‘Don’t matter (sic) about 
making money’. They say ‘Go out. Make 
money, be powerful, be successful, 
become strong, win power, win domi- 
nation, control people, realise your 
destiny, realise your race (sic) be proud, 
be powerful’. That’s what their preachers 
tell them. And our preachers are still 
saying “Blessed are the meek’. . .” 

Indeed Tyndall has a ready made 
solution for most of the problems facing 
the Western world. “‘I have always been 
an imperialist” he says, “because I 
believed that force and power will always 
rule this world .. .”’ And, having declared 
his belief in “the necessity of war’ he 
again loses control of himself; ‘We'll 
take the necessary resources to feed us, 
just as our ancestors did before’, to 
which end “‘we must develop in our 


young people once again a soldierly 
spirit . . . soldierly qualities’. But, need- 
less to say, this reference to war triggers 
off another -train of thought in the 
National Socialist mind and—Tyndall 
dwells at length on the last world war. 


“The “Traitors” who fought the Nazis.” 


Why is the West now frightened of 
Communism, he asks, “When we 
remember that in 1941 to 1943, one 
nation, one nation much smaller than 
America, one nation rode roughshod 
over the steppes of Russia, one nation 
drove their tanks to the gates of Stalin- 
grad, one nation had Russia on its knees 
and we were stupid enough, we were 
idiotic enough, we were blind to our own 
interests that we came and got Russia 
out of it. That’’ he screams “‘was what the 
traitors did’’. This eulogy to the efforts of 
Nazism induces paroxysms of glee in his 
audience, and Tyndall, the Nazi bit 
between his teeth, warms to his theme: 
“One nation was able to do this because 
that one nation had freed itself from the 
infection and the disease of liberalism. 
One nation that was determined, that had 
the will, the sense of national purpose to 
do it and they nearly did it, and they 
would have done it had America and 
Britain not dragged Russia’s chestnuts out 
of the fire . . .’ But why did the West 


not line up with Hitler as Tyndall would 
have liked? Because “We still dance like 
puppets on the end of the Zionist string. 
We still fight wars for Zion and for Israel, 
and not for America and for Britain” 
And what is the nature of the “Zionist 
conspiracy’? “It is the Jews using the 
resources that nature provided for them 
to protect their own interests and advance 
their own power in the world”’. 

Bui it is to white youth, the armies 
of the future that Tyndall returns to 
conclude his speech. “We must give our 
children something to look up to. But it’s 
no use rejecting the black man if we don’t 
reject the black man’s culture’. He is 
distressed to see “. . . fine young white 
people, often the best young specimens 
of fine young white manhood and fine 
young womanhood gyrating around a 
dance-floor more like performing monkeys 
at a circus . . . we must stress in our 
young people the greatness of the white 
man in art, in music, in literature, in 
sculpture and in poetry. We have to 
imbue into our young people a sense of 
the grandeur of these things and a total 
rejection of everything represented by the 
words nigger art and nigger culture’”’. 


There is standing applause as Tyndall 
launches into his final tirade, waxing 
demonic about the coming white revolu- 
tion. “I believe that revolution has begun. 


Our enemies know it and they tremble, 
as tremble they might, for when the 
white man finds himself, when the white 
man reaches up and grasps his destiny, 
as he can do in the future, then when that 
day comes no power on earth is going 
to keep the white man down”. 


“Your President deserves 
the electric chair.” 


Equally revealing was the questions 
session, conducted by Dr Fields after the 
main speech. A question on the SALT 
Treaty, for instance, drew from Tyndall 
the opinion that “I think the SALT 
Treaty, from all that I’ve read about it, 
is a sell-out to Russia, and I think your 
President perhaps deserves to get the 
electric chair’. Rapturous applause from 
his audience. 

After spending the night in Atlanta 
Tyndall visited Louisville Kentucky, a 
KKK stronghold, before heading north to 
Chicago to meet Frank Collins of the 
American National Socialist Party. Collins 
is currently busying himself with the task 
of creating some sort of working coalition 
of America’s Nazi and racist groups — a 
question on which Tyndall would clearly 
have advice to offer. 

From Chicago he went to Washington 
which houses the headquarters of the 
National Socialist White Peoples Party 
before a final stop at West Palm Beach 
Florida.

NSRP links with the Ku Klux Klan were again revealed on 
May 26th, when Fields addressed a rally of Bill Wilkinson’s Kian in Augusta, Georgia. The NSRP’s 


Thunderbolt reported that Klan members “‘took a lot of extra copies of Thunderbo/t home to 
distribute to their friends’’. 


Throughout the tour the keynote was 
the unification of the far-right. Tentative 
moves towards greater co-operation 
between the Ku Klux Klan with whom 
the organisers of the tour are closely 
linked, America’s avowedly Nazi groups, 
with some of whose leaders Tyndall 
actually met, and the dozens of racist 
organisations which festoon the American 
right were clearly intended to be given 
special impetus by the visit of one of the 


architects of a similar strategy in Britain. 
At the same time, Tyndall’s unusual 
ideological frankness is interesting. 
Perhaps he only dropped all the usual 
pretences, codewords and euphemisms 
because he didn’t foresee that his words 
might find their way across the Atlantic. 
On the other hand we might be witnessing 
a new departure for the Front itself 
involving a more enthusiastic embrace 
of unadulterated Nazism. Time will tell. 


SPECIAL BRANCH were reported to 
be trying to track down one of West 
Germany’s most wanted Nazi leaders, 
Manfred Roeder, who had _ illegally 
entered Britain in early August. 

Last year Manfred Roeder left Germany 
in a hurry along the Odessa trail to hide 
out in Brazil after receiving a prison 
sentence for his neo-Nazi and _anti- 
Semitic activities. He later toured around 
various South American countries visiting 
his comrades along the Nazi network. 
Roeder has all the qualifications having 
attended an elite Hitler school when 
eleven years old. 

There were reports that he had later 
returned to Germany in secret for a short 
while, where he was hidden by various 
neo-Nazi groups, but then went to the 
United States. There he has made his base 
and publishes his newsletter ‘Deutche 
Burgerinitiative’ in English from a box 
number in Buffalo, New York. 

At the beginning of August Roeder 
got itchy feet and decided to travel, 
turning up in Britain with a forged 
passport and an altered appearance. 


He was still here on August 19 after a 
series of meetings in various parts of 
the country with his contacts. 

According to reports we have received 
Roeder met Front leader John Tyndall 
on his recent visit to the USA but is 
letting it be known that he doesn’t 


regard him very highly. The man of the 
moment in Roeder’s opinion is the 
Ayatollah Khomeini and he claims to be 
trying to get in touch with him through 
intermediaries. This would seem to be 
confirmed by his comments in ‘Deutche 
Burgerinitiative’ 68.

Are the knives out in 
British Movement?

MORE internal problems, not uncon- 
nected with Colin Jordan’s surreptitious 
attempts to make a political comeback, 
have come to the fore in British Move- 
ment. They couldn’t have come at a 
worse time since the Movement has 
high hopes of picking up a number of 
recruits from disillusioned National Front 
hardliners who are dismayed at the 
Party leader Tyndall’s failure yet again 
to ditch Martin Webster. 

It now seems that Richard Middleton, 
who was amongst a group of British 
Movement members dressed in Nazi 
uniform on a photograph that appeared 
in the News of the World about 18 
months ago, and was one of the most 
generous donators to party funds, has 
been busily engaged in attacking Michael 
McLaughlin contrasting him unfavourably 
with Colin Jordan. This is despite the fact 
that Jordan has been regarded as some- 
thing of a political deadbeat since he 
resigned from British Movement (which 
he founded in 1968) after being found 
guilty of shop lifting in Tesco’s four years 
ago. 

There is also a strong possibility that 
Jordan and Middleton may have some- 
thing more than a passing interest in the 
small National Reorganisation Party 
(NRP) run by Ian Millard, which is 
primarily London-based but whose 
material is now turning up in various 
other areas of the country. 

Another indication of the problems in 
British Movement ranks is the evidence 
recently received by Searchlight that 
Middleton and the Manchester Area 
Organiser, Steven Goodier, have made 
contact with the small Nazi group SS 
Wotan (featured in Searchlight 41). 
Goodier wrote to Wotan following an 
advert in the March ’78 League Review 
under the name of The English Nationalist 
Alliance. 

It would seem that civil servant 
Middleton and Goodier were far from 
satisfied with British Movement’s com- 
mitment to national socialism, and they 
went further than merely enquire, taking 
part in signing an oath of undying loyalty 
to the SS and Hitler. After which they 
were accepted into membership of 
SS Wotan, an organisation claiming to 
be organised on para-military lines. 
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DATED this ..

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McLaughlin's Dream World 


On June 23 two fascist demonstrations 
took place in London. One was organised 
by the National Front in which about 
800 participated, and the other organised 
by British Movement comprising of 
150-200 demonstrators. 

This poor British Movement turnout 
obviously hurt McLaughlin’s ego since 
in the couple of weeks prior to the 
demonstration he had been boasting 
that the majority of the Front’s East 
End members would march behind the 
British Movement banner. In fact he 
claimed that the NF had only organised 
a march on the same day because they 
were worried about British Movement 
influence on their members. Particularly 
so since the march was to protest at the 
death of one of their supporters Clive 
Sharp, who, they claim, died following an 
incident in a pub with a customer who 
was Jewish. 

But despite the fact that it fell far 
short of expectations McLaughlin decided 
to indulge himself in a world of fantasy 
in the pages of his journal British Patriot. 

“.. . after three decades submersion 
in a niagra of post-war lies, Marxist 
distortions and forced race-mixing; 
in the face of every possible obstruc- 
tion, no less than 1,000 young people 
of Britain came to London to publicly 
spit in the eye of those who had tried 
to seduce their minds... 

“.. . unlike the National Front, we 
don’t hide behind hypocrisy. Wed 
rather die with our souls intact . . . 

“I looked behind me and stretching 
back for half a mile or more, a long 
snaking column, in places five or six 
abreast, wound through London. . . 

ae this march was symbolic 
because it was without precedent; it 
was the birth of a new order arising — 
it was a baby phoenix, finding its 
wings and making its very first flight.” 


Unfortunately for McLaughlin Search- 
light has a photograph of that demon- 
stration which shows quite clearly its real 
size, and all his dreams and fantasies 
won't alter the facts. 


Incidentally what was Steve Brady, 
the security officer of the League of 
St. George and editor of League Review’s 
International pages, doing talking to 
‘Peter Marriner before the start of the 
demonstration? Particularly in view of 
the slanging match between BM and the 
League (see ‘What Their Papers Say’). 
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McLaughlin’s ‘thousand’ hemmed in by police.

Spain — Fascists’ reaction to ‘Holocaust’ 


Holocaust was serialised on Spanish television from 22-29 June 1979. According to 
official estimates the final episodes attracted a peak audience of 17 million viewers. 
Spain is one of the last European countries to show the film. In fact it was acquired 
over a year ago, but the showing was delayed for various reasons. Some embassies 
apparently brought pressure to bear to postpone the screening or withdraw the film 
altogether. The film was preceded and rounded off by a panel of ‘experts’. The Spanish 
idea of consensus is remarkable: it would seem to extend to former Nazis. These 
included Reinhard Spitz, Secretary to Ribbentrop, cited at some length and uncritically 


in ABC. 


The press digest that follows is derived 
from two ultra-right dailies, ABC and 
Pueblo, and the weekly magazine, Fuerza 
Nueva. All are available at newspaper 
kiosks. Some other ultra-right dailies, 
including Arriba, whose first director was 
José Antonio, have recently ceased 
publication for financial reasons. ABC 
has a distinctive appearance: it has an 
illustrated front page which can only be 
described as sepia. Formerly mainstream 
fascist, it now adopts a liberal posture 
in keeping with the _ constitutional 
monarchy, and regularly carries photo- 
graphs of the Spanish royals. The ABC 
is more a way of life than a newspaper. 
The Director of Pueblo is an old falangist 
and until the dissolution of the Move- 
ment remained its provincial adviser. 
Both are ‘serious’ dailies, unlike Alcazar, 
which is more sensational and in every 
respect less substantial. 

ABC devotes minimal coverage to 
Holocaust. Quoting Spitz: 


“Holocaust puts too much emphasis 
on the Nazi extermination of the Jews 
(. ..) This only serves the commercial 
interests of the promoters and prevents 
the growth of understanding between 
different peoples (. . .) It also shows 
goodies and baddies. Naturally, the 
goodies are the Jews, who are also the 
protagonists, as is always the case in 
American films” (ABC, 22 June). 


Pueblo has a number of interesting 
items. These include a commentary by 
none other than the extremely prominent 
fascist, Serrano Suner, former president 
of the Traditional Falange. A recent issue 
of Interviu (19-25 July), a popular 
weekly, that combines porn with medium- 
brow journalism, shows a picture of 
Suner welcoming Himmler to Spain. 
Suner’s piece is low-key and ostensibly 
liberal. He condemns the concentration 
camps, the Nazi excesses and other 
massacres in father general, abstract 
-terms — in which Jews are strangely 
absent. His critique of the film is similar 
to that of Spitz in that, in his view, it 
exploits hatred for commercial ends. 
He claims that the German people as a 
whole cannot be held responsible for 
genocide, but that this theme is exploited 
for devious motives (Pueblo, 25 June). 
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In a less coy piece by Pedro Calvo 
Hernando entitled ‘Los otros holocaustos’ 
(The other holocausts), it is argued that 
Holocaust is Zionist propoganda. 


“Another line of discussion has 
emphasised the authenticity of these 
terrible events. But although they 
are already part of history, they are 
not the only terrible events in history, 
and many other holocausts are taking 
place at this very moment in different 
parts of the world. By this I mean: 
‘Why all this hullabaloo about the 
Jews, as if the others were any less 
human?’ (. . .) There is also the danger 
of manipulating public opinion (. . .). 
One cannot rule out the possibility 
that this history which we have 
recently viewed on television may 
contain an element of political propa- 
ganda in the service of certain interests 
allied to Zionism” (Pueblo, 7 July). 


Pueblo also carries a column of anti- 
Semitic jokes and one cartoon. For 
example: 


“Once upon a time there was the 
Jewish holocaust. And the Vietnamese 
holocaust. And the Nicaraguan holo- 
caust. What happened is that the last 
two had less influence over the media 
because other people are not so well 
off’’ (Pueblo, 2 July). 


Finally, readers’ letters include an anti- 
abortion letter entitled ‘Abortion, the 


Fascists Bookstall in Madrid. 


other holocaust’. The same theme is 
present in the literature of Fuerza Neuva 
which lists an anti-abortion pamphlet 
No Mataras (Thou shalt not kill) (anti- 
concepcion — aborto criminal) amongst 
its political pamphlets. 

What of Fuerza Nueva? Predictably 
this summarises the arguments of the 
fascist publication, The Myth of the Six 
Million. It therefore advances a number 
of criminally irresponsible allegations: 
the gas chambers never existed; the 
number of Jewish dead did not exceed 
600,000. The six million was — an 
invention of the British Secret Service! 
(Fuerza Nueva, 7 July). This piece is 
allegedly a signed reader’s letter from 
Valencia, but is given the prominence of 
an editorial. 

The longer article carries an illustration 
from Holocaust. The caption reads: 
‘The detainees are about to be eliminated 
. . . by machine guns belonging to the 
North American army’. 


“Holocaust demonstrates a germano- 
phobia, and shows violence, sex and 
crime. It sits in judgement on the 
German people. The director has used 
every trick in the book to make a tear- 
Jerking movie (. . .) A film made 
by the all-powerful Jewish Anti- 
Defamation League and the most 
expensive film in the history of 
television! It was also accompanied 
by a publicity campaign — indirect, 
the most effective — that is unprece- 
dented. The producers are also Jewish 
— Gerald Green (Greenberg), Robert 
Berger (Goldberger), etc.” 


The technique is familiar. 


“Green made it clear that his book is a 
novel dealing with the lives of fictitious 
families. Nevertheless, the film has 
become history for mass consumption 
(. . .) The film is full of stereotypes 
and prejudices, and the most absurd 
lies pass for truth” (Fuerza Nueva, 
30 June). 


Reading the fascist press in cold blood, 
as it were, methodically, is a numbing 
experience. It is not the fascist press 
alone. Anti-Semitism in Spain has a long 
history: the Inquisition. Is anti-Semitism 
any less part of Spanish mainstream 
culture than catholicism? Two years 
ago the historical journal, Historia, 
published an illustrated article giving an 
account of the torture of Jews under the 
Inquisition. The article, largely descriptive — 
and ostensibly liberal, was entitled “The ~ 
Jewish Problem’... =

Thatcher's 
| hypocrisy 


Following last years promise to attend 
the 1979 annual meeting of the Barnet 
branch of the Anglo-Indian Conservative 
Association, Mrs Thatcher took the 
opportunity to attack the National 
Front: “I want to make it quite clear that 
we, the Conservative Party, abhor the 
National Front. We have always made it 
clear and I take the opportunity to say so 
once again. I was very pleased to see that 
the National Front got so little support 
in the elections. 

“That proves, I believe, that really 
there is nothing to be gained in the 
country by preaching racial hatred. We 
believe in a harmonious society and 
reject the odious philosophy of the 

National Front.” 
Searchlight asked the national President 
of the Indian Workers Association, 
) Avtar Jouhl, for his observations on Mrs 
Thatchers speech. He said: ‘Whilst I 
) welcome such sentiments it would seem 
that our experience shows that in practice 
the situation is very different. Particularly 
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in relation to the harassment that Asians 
are experiencing under the Immigration 
Contral Act at the hands of immigration 
officials. 

“IT have seen in the last few days the 
passports of a number of people who 
have been living in Britain for ten years 
or more, who have just returned from 
visiting relatives in India. Their passports 
have been stamped ‘3 months stay only’. 
Other people have not been allowed to 
enter the country as visitors; instead they 
have been admitted under section C90. 
This means that their passports and 
tickets are kept by officials at the point 
of entry and they have to collect them at 
a certain time. 

‘‘Another matter of deep concern is 
what is going on in detention centres. For 
instance, a recent detainee told me that 
at the detention centre near Heathrow 
Airport there is a notice in Urdu, Punjabi, 
Gujarati and Bengali giving instructions 
on how to answer phone calls from 
outside. 


“They are told to say ‘This is the 
biggest prison’, then ‘life is very difficult 
here, I’m fed up’, the next thing to say is, 
‘Why don’t you arrange for me to go back’. 

‘They are then told to give their name 
and then ask who is calling. This is 


psychologically aimed at the 
of detainees. What is Mrs 
Thatcher prepared to do about this 
kind of racialist harassment by the 
authorities? 

“We have now heard that there is 
not going to be a White Paper on the 
Nationality Act, and the Government 
proposes to introduce a Bill in the near 
future. All these things, plus the failure 
to check racist violence, give us no 
grounds for optimism. However if Mrs 
Thatcher’s statement means that she is 
going to do something practical to stop 
these manifestations of racism and 
harassment then we shall welcome the 
steps she takes. We shall have to wait 
and see.” 
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A Searchlight Booklet 
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FOLLOWING the TUC Conference 
on Race Relations at Work on July 
17, a bulletin has been distributed 
throughout the trade union move- 
ment and although primarily in- 
tended for full-time officials, branch 
officials and shop stewards it is a 
document that should have a much 
wider circulation. 


In many respects the bulletin reflects 
the very significant step forward taken 
by the TUC in its determination to 
oppose racialism at all levels and in 
particular within the trade union move- 
ment itself. It is this recognition of the 
necessity of combatting racialism within 
its own ranks that is significant. During 
the Mansfield Hosiery dispute in 1972 
and at Imperial Typewriters in 1974, 
both involving Asian workers who com- 
plained bitterly about racialist attitudes 
by certain sections within the unions, 
there was a reluctance to accept that such 
a situation existed but anyone reading 
the bulletin will see that that position has 
changed completely as far as the TUC 
is concerned. 

Lionel Murray, TUC General Secretary, 
in his introduction is open and frank 
about the situation and if the trade union 
movement is to successfully combat 
racialism within its ranks that is as it 
should be. 


“The trade union Movement’s strength 
comes from the unity and solidarity of 
its membership. All union officials, 
from shop steward to general secretary, 
know they can only be effective in 
their work when they can count on 
strong, united support from their 
members. Where there are divisions 
then the trade union Movement is so 
much the weaker. A divided work- 
force is hampered in the struggle for 
better pay, better working conditions, 
job security, protection of the indivi- 
dual worker’s rights and all the other 
things for which trade unions bargain. 

Race hatred and discrimination is 
a threat to that unity. That is why the 
TUC’s campaign against racialism is 
vital for all workers — black and 
white. For if workers do not accept 
each other as equals, if they are 
unaware of each other’s problems, 
if they do not show an interest in 
working together, the inevitable result 
will be that unions cannot do their 
job. 

Racial discrimination is not only 
morally indefensible, it is also contrary 
to the basic message of trade unionism. 

Yet there is evidence that black 
workers are not receiving equal treat- 
ment at work. Sometimes, even if not 
often, this is the result of a direct 
intention by white workers to dis- 
criminate and keep others out of 
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the jobs which carry opportunities for 
better pay, training and promotion. 
Unions cannot tolerate such racialist 
attitudes — they must be opposed 
swiftly and firmly. 

More frequently discrimination is 
indirect and results from less obvious 
and less international factors such as 
difficulties with English, cultural dif- 
ferences and lack of training. But 
even indirect discrimination is ab- 
horent to trade unionists and so 
unions have a big responsibility to 
work to remove such barriers to 
equality in practice. 

This bulletin contains practical 
advice on how to do that. Its aim is 
to show how to translate good inten- 
tions into good practice, and reso- 
lutions into action. 

We have to carry on the fight 
wherever the ugly head of racialism 
is raised. The recent overwhelming 
rejection by the electorate of the 
National Front must not lull us into 
a false sense of security. We need 
stronger laws to curb racialist activities. 
We must play our part in developing 
better relations between groups in 
local communities and we must go to 
the heart of the problem — the blighted 
urban areas where local industries have 
declined leaving behind poor housing, 
few public services and poverty. 

Racialists try to put the blame for 
these conditions on black people. We 
know that they are wrong and one 
important way to prove them wrong 
is to improve these areas by the 
introduction of new industries, better 
housing and services. The TUC has 
pressed for such measures and will 
continue to do so. 

But none of this will carry any 
conviction with ethnic minority com- 
munities unless we tackle the problems 
in our own area of activity — at work 
and in the unions.” 


The bulletin deals with a number of 
important issues. There is for instance a 
section ‘A guide for negotiatiors’ which 
tells union negotiators: “Equal oppor- 
tunity is just as much a subject for trade 
union negotiation as wages, working 
conditions and job security’, and then 
points out that signing an agreement 
which includes the TUC Equal Oppor- 
tunity Clause is not enough unless it 
can be made to work. A step by step 
procedure is then outlined on the imple- 
mentation of the clause. 

Another section ‘Helping newcomers 
to understand our unions’ shows how the 
TUC is now producing multi-lingual 
leaflets explaing the role of the unions 
to immigrant workers but pointing out 
that there is a far higher proportion of 
men, 61%, (what about the women?) 
from ethnic minorities unionised than

male whites, where the corresponding 
figure is 47%. 

The centre pages deal with fascist and 
racist violence and the situation in 
London’s East End. A special meeting 
of all trade union officials who work in 
the East End was convened in Autumn 
1978 to establish a co-ordinating com- 
mittee in order to undertake the task of 
improving race relations in the area. In 
addition a recruiting campaign amongst 
workers in unorganised factories in the 
East End has been launched. 

Finally the bulletin carries a statement 
from the TUC calling for the banning 
of demonstrations organised by racist 
party’s such as the National Front.

@ Searchlight: The bulletin, which is 
primarily intended for full-time officials, 
branch officers and stewards, has set out 
clearly the TUC commitment to oppose 
racialism and promote a policy of equal 
opportunities for ethnic minorities at 
work and in the unions. How do you see 
this policy being carried out where it’s 
really needed at shop floor level? 


Bill Keys: Can I make the point that 
we intend this document to have the 
widest possible circulation throughout 
the Movement. This is a difficult question 
that has to be squarely faced up to. We 
recognise that in the final analysis the 
success of the TUC campaign will be 
measured by the extent to which we 
have persuaded the various unions to 
carry through the campaign to shop floor 
level. 

I think it is correct to say that success 
will depend on the leadership of various 
unions and their attitude to the impor- 
tance of combatting racialism. Some 
unions by doing nothing really condone 
racialism. After all it is an issue on which 
it is impossible to be neutral. 


I do not deny that there is prejudice 
amongst the ranks of union members, 
that of course is one of the reasons we 
have launched our campaign, so we for 
our part must persuade unions to take a 
positive position with regard to the TUC 
proposals. Ideally we want to see as many 
trade union courses as possible including 
a section on the question of racialism. 

Combatting racialism simply cannot be 
left to a few people but has to be seen as 
an integral part of trade union work, 
particularly in a crisis situation where the 
unity of workpeople is so important. 

I hope to use the TUC Congress as a 
platform to launch our policy, but it must 
be taken up by the whole of the trade 
union Movement. 


@ Searchlight: We are not talking here of 
people who use racialist terminology but 
dedicated neo-Nazis, people who see 
racism as a central point of their political 
beliefs and use racism as one of their 
main political weapons. 


Bill Keys: 1 understand the point you 
are making and am aware that some 
unions have already started to take action 
against such people. There is a difference 
between them being a member of a union 
and holding office at any level. Of course 
those that take up a politically motivated 
racialist position go right against the basic 
principles of trade unionism. 

But I believe it would be necessary for 
a number of unions to look carefully at 
their rules in order to ensure that they 
were empowered to act in such cases. 
Otherwise they may face the danger of a 
series of litigations and as I have already 
noted in this area some of our judges 
leave much to desire. 


@ Searchlight: What is your attitude to 
the suggestion that black workers should 
have their own conference, just as women 
do, in order to enable them to raise more 
effectively within the trade union move- 
ment their specific problems. It is also 
suggested that such conferences would 
make many black workers feel less 
inhibited and ultimately help them to 
play a much greater role in trade unions? 


Bill Keys: 1 think the idea has some 
merit and is certainly worth looking into. 
Certainly the question of finding ways of 
getting black workers to not only hold a 
union card but play a more active part in 
union life is part of our concern. 


@ Searchlight: Is there a final point you 
would like to emphasise? 


Bill Keys: Yes. | would like to say that 
we are not only concerned about racial- 
ism at the workplace and our East End 
initiative shows our concern about what 
happens in the wider social sphere. The 
TUC has set up the co-ordinating com- 
mittee in an area of racial violence and 


it should start its work in September. 
We hope its success will lead to the 
setting up of committees in other parts 
of the country. 


@ Searchlight: It is obvious that in 
drawing up the bulletin there was co- 
operation with the CRE, but many 
immigrant organisations have no faith 
in that body and are critical of its ability 
to do anything significant. What is your 
response to these criticisms? 


Bill Keys: 1 believe the Commissioners 
are first class people and the staff are 
devoted to their work, but they can only 
function within the framework of what 
actually exists. 

The Commission must ask itself if it 
is really doing the job it was created to 
do. In my opinion it is not. The reason 
lies not with the CRE but with successive 
Parliaments that have passed legislation 
but in reality have only gone through the 
motions and played lip service to the idea 
of an effective Commission. Of course we 
are also bedevilled by the attitudes of 
some judges who “‘interpret’’ legislation 
in their own peculiar way. 

The Race Relations laws now need 
changing in the light of experience and 
so does the Public Order Act. But above 
all something must be done as a matter 
of urgency to get rid of the SUS laws. 


@ Searchlight: Is there any evidence of 
immigrant workers playing a greater role 
in trade unions? 


Bill Keys: Yes, but nowhere near as 
fast as they should. We have a duty to 
ensure that they are encouraged to accept 
responsibility and office in the unions. 
Winning the confidence of immigrant 
workers for greater participation has to 
go hand in hand with the other aspects of 
our work I have outlined. 


@ Searchlight: Front leader Tyndall said 
in a speech in the USA that their aim 
would be to increase their infiltration 
into the unions. What action would 
you like to see the unions take with 
regard to an avowed racist being elected 
to office? 


Bill Keys: The TUC has given a lead on 
this question in its advice to Trades 
Councils to introduce a model clause that 
would enable them to refuse credentials 
to known members of racist organisations 
or to withdraw credentials from delegates 
whose racism could be construed as 
disruptive. But its important to under- 
stand that the Trades Councils are under 
the direct control of the TUC but that is 
not the situation with regard to the 
various unions. 

On principle I am opposed to the 
introduction of proscriptions. We have 
had enough experience of what that led 
to in the past. 
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WHATEVER ATTRACTS PEOPLE to 
the lunatic fringes of the extreme right 
it can hardly be the prospect of firm 
friendships. Chumminess is not known 
to be a feature of the fascist scene, where 
plots and quarrels are hatched in less time 
than it takes to click one’s heels. 


Firstly, we can take the rather sad case 
of John Yeowell, who rejoices in the 
grand title of Chairman for the Restoration 
of the Odinic Rite. Mr Yeowell spends 
much of his time in the lost cause of 
trying to persuade Britons to worship the 
old Norse gods. His magazine Raven 
Banner regularly celebrates the virtues of 
paganism and gives tips on how to placate 
crusty deities such as Thor and Odin. 

All well and good. But unfortunately 
for Mr Yeowell the Britons most interested 
in his message seem to be dedicated 
fascists. Not so long ago Searchlight 
(April, 1979) mentioned that a number 
of contributors to Raven Banner were 
die-hard Nazis, such as Brian Baldwin and 
Sonia Hochfelder. 

By mistake, we bracketed Mr Yeowell 
in with this bunch. At the time we were 
misled by the fact that Mr Yeowell had 
written a couple of pieces for the Nazi 
magazine League Review; in one of these 
pieces he wrote glowingly about “the 
racial gods and the ancient pagan virtues” 
of the Germans. 

Since then Mr Yeowell, through his 
solicitor, has been regularly telling 
Searchlight that he is no Nazi. Because 
the imputation was first made in these 
columns, it is fitting that ‘What Their 
Papers Say’ should now make amends 
to Mr Yeowell. Our mistake was to over- 
estimate the logic of the lunatic fringe. 

In the latest Raven Banner (Mid- 
summer, 1979) Mr Yeowell explains his 
position in an article entitled ‘Odinism 
and the Nazis’. He takes a swipe at the 
Nazis who must have been his former 
chums: 


“Certain contemporary political groups 
in Britain, noisy but numerically 
insignificant, have themselves adopted 
Odinist symbols such as the sunwheel 
or fylfot and the Odal rune as their 
party badge and they spice their 
publications with approving references 
to Odin and Thor in the belief that 
their dead idol Adolf Hitler was

himself a follower of the Odinist 
religion.” 


We won’t be mean and ask Mr Yeowell 
whether he’s referring to his own ‘spicy’ 
articles in League Review. We’ll also 
assume that the recent advertisement 
for Raven Banner in League Review 
was inserted without his (and Odin’s) 
permission. 

To continue with Mr Yeowell: ‘‘Odin- 
ism was never a part of Nazi ideology”. 
In fact, suggests Mr Yeowell, Odinists 
suffered grievously under the Nazis. 
He writes that “No one can reasonably 
expect to be welcomed in Odinist circles 
while they seek to further a cause whose 
principles are in such direct opposition to 
those of Odinism”’. 

And so on to_Mr Yeowell’s final 
statement: 


“The recent action of the Odinist 
Committee in repudiating a London 
gemoot because of its alleged ‘covert 
political affiliations’ may be taken as a 
sign that the Committee are determined 
to oppose the growth or existence of 
neo-Nazi cults within the framework 
of the Odinist community or the 
misuse of Odinist terms and symbols 
that could bring Odinism into general 
and perhaps permanent disrepute.’”’ 


Perhaps poor Mr Yeowell has been so 
busy daubing himself with woad that the 
right hand doesn’t know what the even 
further right hand is doing. But there’s 
some other items of interest in Raven 
Banner this Midsummer. 

First of all, listed under the heading of 
‘The Odinist Press’, there is the German 
magazine Nordische Zeitung. For a 
long time this magazine has attracted 
contributions from racists who are not 
exactly unknown on the fascist scene. 
Its editor used to be Norbert Seibert, 
who was also a member of the Northern 
League. Regular British contributors to 
Nordische Zeitung have included Ray 
Bamford, who has been a leading light in 
the Racial Preservation Society and the 
National Front, as well as being involved 
many years ago with the British National 
Party. Another British contributor was 
H.B. Isherwood, who died earlier this 
year and whom the National Front, 
British Movement and League of St. 


George all claimed as a supporter. 

Both Isherwood and Bamford have 
been closely connected with the Northern 
League, an organisation devoted to 
‘Nordic unity’ and which has contacts 
with most major fascist groups in Europe. 
The Northern League, using as it does an 
Odinist emblem, would appear at first 
blush to be just the sort of group Mr 
Yeowell wouldn’t like within the Odinist 
community. Past notables of the Northern 
League have included Roger Pearson of 
WACL, Colin Jordan, Earnest Sevier Cox 
of the Ku Klux Klan and Hans Giinther, 
the old Nazi race-theorist much admired 
by Alfred Rosenberg. 


But strange to say, we find a Mid- 
summer madness in Raven Banner: a 
glowing review of a book published by 
the Northern League. The author, FJ. 
Los, was a member until his death and so 
is the translator, J.P. Wardle. Raven 
Banner’s reviewer specifically mentions 
that the book is written “from an 
avowedly racially-aware viewpoint”’. 


That is not all. Raven Banner, in 
recommending the book, mentions that it 
can be obtained from ‘Viking Youth, 
BCM/Thule’. 

Searchlight has had occasion to point 
out that the man behind Viking Youth is 
Paul Jarvis, ex-British Movement and 
currently with the NF. Jarvis has 
numerous connections with German Nazi 
organisations and has advertised hard-core 
Nazi propaganda in Spearhead. Mr 
Yeowell might care to ponder Jarvis’s 
chosen pseudonym: ‘Thule’ was the name 
of the German pagan society which was 
the forerunner to Hitler’s Nazi party. 


It can be presumed that Mr Yeowell’s 
Nazi chums will have noticed his latest 
outburst; in their distorted fantasies he 
will be marked as someone who will have 
to be dealt with on that distant day they 
come to power. 

Poor Mr Yeowell might be perplexed 
why his eccentric hobby of prancing 
about in bardic costume and chanting 
ancient ditties should attract such un- 
savoury company. But, is it really so 
surprising when, on his own admission, 
he and his chums are venerating “‘racial 
gods” and when their own Odinist 
liturgies so often mention defending 
‘the race”? 
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Perhaps Mr Yeowell is learning the 
hard way just how comradely the lunatic 
fringe is. Certainly there are ample 
indications in the fascist press this month. 

Recently the strain of concealing its 
Nazism has been proving too much for 
the National Front. Time and time again 
the mask has dropped as Tyndall and co. 
find the role of ‘democratic politicians’ 
too irksome. One might have thought 
that this would have pleased the franker 
elements of the fascist scene, who will 
greet the prodigal sons returning to their 
home pastures. 

Far from it. Every move the NF 
hierarchy makes closer to the Nazi 
League of St. George infuritates the 
equally Nazi British Movement. One 
hardly expects a cultured debate about 
the finer points of political philosophy 
from BM’s British Patriot. The July 
edition will not disappoint those of 
its readers who favour a more rumbustious 
style of argumentation. Thus it complains 
that the League of St. George 


“serves as a refugee camp for trans- 
vestites, assorted sexual odd balls, 
kibbutz-dodgers, witches, malcontents 
and the jetsam and flotsam of the 
Right-wing scene.” 


It goes on to cite from no less an authority 
than the Protocols of the Learned Elders 
of Zion to prove the ‘kibbutz-dodging’ 
nature of the League. It is hard to believe 
that just a year ago the League and the 
British Movement seemed such good pals. 

It appears that the British Movement’s 
real ire is reserved for the Front. Just to 
show they mean business, British Move- 
ment is bringing out two commemoration 
badges, one enscribed ‘Bugger Webster’ 
and the other Webster has buggered the 
National Front’. 

One friendship which appears very 
tenuous would seem to be British Move- 
ment’s connections with the American 
anti-Semitic group National States Rights 
Party. In British Patriot, just below small 
ad for a piano-arrangement of the Horst 
Wessel Song, is an ad for cassette tapes

Perhaps next month 
British Patriot will have replaced these 
tapes by badges commemorating John 
Tyndall’s recent visit to the NSRP. 

At the minimum British Patriot might 
stop lifting articles from the NSRP’s 
Thunderbolt. British Patriot in May 
contained an unpleasantly racist and anti- 
Semitic piece entitled ‘Movies Totally 
Humiliate White People’, which strangely 
resembles a piece with similar illustrations 
in May’s Thunderbolt, with the title 
‘Movies Totally etc and etc’. 

Not that the NF, for all their new- 
found frankness, are prepared, yet 
awhile, to advertise too openly their new 
American buddies. To be sure there’s a 
cryptic reference in the latest National 
Front News. 

After wading through some unpleasant 
hysteria about the Boat People (“DO- 
GOODERS — DON’T THEY MAKE YOU 
SICK’) and complaints that the NF’s 
Basingstoke Branch owes the Party 
£8.12, whilst the Thanet Branch is in 
debt to the tune of £2.46, we come to a 
touching photograph, the like of which 
is sure to become a regular feature in NF 
publications. Mr and Mrs Tyndall are to 
be seen tenderly bending over their new 
arrival; mercifully the whole family group 
is slightly out of focus. 

The caption to the pkoto tells us that 
John Tyndall had to leave Valerie and 
Marina (it’s all first-name terms for the 
relaxed family fiihrer) in order “to go on 
a speaking tour of the United States 
sponsored by a variety of patriotic groups 
and individuals’’. 

We are glad to learn that the obsessive 
and quite outspoken anti-Semitism of the 
NSRP amounts to ‘patriotism’ in the NF’s 
eyes — not to mention the NSRP’s 
scarcely disguised contacts with the Ku 
Klux Klan. There’s a further interesting 
comment beneath the picture. It is 
stated that “A bid by Jewish pressure 
groups to get his (Tyndall’s) visa revoked 
failed”’. 

Those who follow the NF’s own special 
brand of semantics will notice the use of 


you to correct the impression given in 
your editorial. 

I find it surprising that you read so 
much into this one isolated incident, yet 
make no mention of the Vietnamese 
authorities’ persecution of their Chinese 
ethnic minority which has led to suffering 
and death for hundreds of thousands of 
men, women and children and which 
has recently been exposed by none other 
than the distinguished veteran Vietnamese 
revolutionary leader, Mr Hoang van Hoan 
former deputy-chairman of the Viet- 
namese National Assembly. As you say, 
“Racism, wherever it raises its head, has 
to be condemned”’. 

In this connection, your article on 
page 8 — “Vietnamese stab trade union- 


‘Jewish’ rather than the customary 
‘Zionist’. Perhaps the NF has become 
tired of its dishonest cliché ‘we’re only 
anti-Zionist, not anti-Semitic’, and will 
bring its anti-Semitism even more into the 
open. Not that this will please the British 
Movement, who doubtlessly will continue 
to rant against the ‘kosher fascists’ of 
the NF. 

Elsewhere in National Front News we 
can learn that the Vietnamese immigrants 
are “ethnic Chinese who belong to under- 
world clans of black marketeers, drug 
peddlers, bar owners, vice merchants and 
other corrupt ‘businessmen’.”’ 

It’s a pity that this tone of moralistic 
outrage is rather spoilt by the arm of one 
of the NF’s anti-Boat People Protestors. 
Not that National Front’s News’s photo- 
graph shows the arm upraised in stiff 
salute, nor wielding cosh or cudgel. The 
arm is on its best behaviour for the 
camera. But even so a large and obscene 
tattoo of a naked lady cannot be disguised. 

The National Front News gives no 
hint of the NF’s own internal disputes 
between former cronies. But another 
publication is not so restrained. 

On Target, July 14/28, published by 
the League of Rights shows that the 
atmosphere of the extreme right is 
soured by general acrimony. Those two 
old comrades, Don Bennett and Don 
Martin, who share much beyond a 
common forename, are at it. Bennett 
has a letter complaining about the ‘niggly’ 
attitude of On Target’s editor ‘‘towards 
Bennett’s European election campaign, 
and accusing Martin of “mental vanity”’. 
Hardly yet a duel of epic proportions, 
but there’s still time to borrow from 
the British Movement’s Handbook of 
Vituperation. 

If he can pause between supplications 
to Odin, Mr Yeowell might reflect on all 
these quarrels. The company he’s been 
mixing with is none too savoury or matey. 
Perhaps he would do better to hang up 
his robes and horned helmets, and find a 
new hobby. 


ists in Sydney’’ — was bad. Anti-racists 
here have often criticised the media for 
headlines such as “West Indians Rob 
Pensioners’. It is not the race that 
matters; the allegations in the article 
concerned a politically motivated act — 
not a racially motivated one. The article 
is the more unfortunate in the current 
situation where there is a lot of propa- 
ganda about the boat people and hostility 
towards them in some quarters. Far from 
linking up with these refugees, as the 
article seems to suggest, the National 
Front for instance is stirring things up 
against them.

UNITED STATES 


Klan Ups the Stakes 


LOYAL NEWTON BAILEY was a 
prosecution witness in the trial of 17 Ku 
Klux Klan members accused of shooting 
into blacks’ houses in Birmingham, 
Alabama. In June he was found beaten 
to death a few streets from the court- 
house where he was due to give evidence. 
When the Klansmen came to trial — not 
having to face Bailey’s testimony — the 
judge dismissed the charges for lack of 
evidence. 

The man arrested for Bailey’s murder, 
Max O’Shields, claimed that the assault 
was the result of a homosexual quarrel. 
Later it transpired that his attorney was 
Arthur Hanes Jr., who defended a Klans- 
man accused of being involved in 1963 
in the bombing of a black church in 
which four young girls died. Hanes’ 
father is currently defending the 17 
Klansmen against whom Bailey was to 
have testified. 

Throughout the South the Klan is 
currently enjoying a revival, with hundreds 
of new members being signed up and 
increasingly audacious actions being under- 
taken. After their gun attack on blacks in 
Decatur (Searchlight 49), 150 Klansmen 
were arrested when they attempted to 
march from Selma to Alabama — the 
route of the historic 1965 Civil Rights 
march. 

Most Klan activities now involve the 
presence of members armed with auto- 
matic weapons, and Bill Wilkinson, 
leader of the most active Klan faction, 
is rarely seen in public without a squad 
of heavily armed body guards. Only last 
May, Wilkinson admitted to the National 
Enquirer (15/5/79) that Klan training for 
younger members includes ‘“‘showing 
them that there are other uses for baseball 
bats than hitting home runs. The older 
Youth Corps members even get weapons 
training . . .’ To the Star (1/5/79) he 
boasted that ‘“‘our people know how to 
use their weapons. We train them and we 
have many veterans who joined the Klan 
when they were in the military, as I did. 
If anyone attacks us, black or white, 
make no mistake — we’ll waste them”’. 

Wilkinson claims that he will be 
paying another visit to Britain in the 
near future. 
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A Nazi Party rally in Parma Park Chicago, in July ends in disarray after a counter-demonstration 


by anti-Nazis. Nazi leader Frank Collins was taken into police custody “for his own protection”’. 


WEST GERMANY 


Who watches 


the watchers? 


IT IS commonly known that under the 
Berufsverbort law, West Germans may be 
excluded from public employment if they 
have any record of political activity of 
which the authorities disapprove. The 
agency entrusted with compiling the 
records necessary to implement such a 
policy is called the Verfassungsschutz 
(VS) — the Department for the Protection 
of the Constitution. 

Protests against this law have often 
focussed on the fact that many of those 
responsible for enforcing it are ex-Nazis 
who use it as a means of conducting a 
witch-hunt against the left. These claims 
have been given added weight in recent 
weeks with disclosures concerning the 
political backgrounds of yet more VS 
officers. In Bremen for example, one of 
the two men who oversee the computer 
collation of data on left-wingers is Rudi 
Stelljes — known to his colleagues as 
‘SS Rudi’. During the war he was a 
member of the elite SS unit the Lieb- 
standarte Adolf Hitler. According to the 


German magazine Stern, Bremen’s VS 
chief was himself a member of the Nazi 
Party. 

In Bavaria, Professor Reinhard Kiirhl 
was singled out in a VS report for 
declaring his belief that “Democracy 
in the Federal Republic must finally 
distance itself from all the Nazi forces 
which formerly worked hand-in-hand 
with the Nazi dictatorship. Any outbreak 
of fascist agitation must be forbidden in 
the schools’. And for that he attracted 
the attention of the guardians of the 
Constitution. 


Neo-Nazis Gaoled 


THREE leaders of what a judge called 
‘‘an integrated group working for the 
revival of Hitler’s party” were gaoled by a 
Berlin court recently. 

Wolfgang Rahl was sentenced to three 
years imprisonment, and two other 
members of the group received sentences 
of 14 and 18 months each. Another 
seven defendants, all found guilty of 
trying to re-establish the Nazi Party were 
given suspended sentences. 

Police raids on their homes had revealed 
caches of pistols, knives and gas guns. 


WAR CRIMES 


KARL GALKA a kapo (trustee) in 
Majdanek concentration camp was gaoled 
for 7 years last month for bludgeoning an 
inmate to death with a spade handle. 

ALOIS SCHINTLHOLZER and FRITZ 
ERWIN were found guilty by an Italian 
court in Bologna of talking part in the 
murder of 38 Italian civilians and the 
burning of 250 houses in 1944. Although 
their whereabouts are known (Schintl- 
holzer lives in Innsbruck and Erwin in 
Gottingen) their extradition has been 
delayed by the slow pace at which the 
West German police appear to be con- 
ducting their investigations. These have 
now been proceeding for four years and 
show no sign of being concluded. As a 
| consequence the two men are still free. 
FRIEDRICH SCHWEND, chief officer 

of the Reich’s Security Office in South 
Tyrol was given a two year suspended 

gaol sentence by a Munich court for 
killing a partisan who was “shot while 
trying to escape’’. His defence was that 
the man was a criminal. An Italian court, 
unable to extradite him, sentenced him 
in his absence to 21 years imprisonment 
for the same crime in 1964. 

DR JOSEF MENGELE who performed 
experiments on over 400,000 Auschwitz 
prisoners has had his citizenship revoked 
by the Supreme Court of Paraguay, where 
he has been protected from extradition 
for over 20 years by its dictator General 
Stroessner. Mengele is wanted by three 
countries, and Nazi hunter Simon 
_ Weisenthal has offered a $50,000 reward 
for information leading to his arrest. 
KURT LISCHKA deputy chief of the 
tapo in France during the war, and 
of his subordinates, are to be tried 
ologne for their part in the murder of 
33,000 French Jews. Altogether 
they were responsible for the deportation 
of at least 73,000 Jews to the concen-

tration camps. In 1950 Lischka escaped a 
hard labour sentence handed down 
by a French court for his part in the 
deportations; at that time the West 
German constitution prevented the ex- 
tradition of German citizens. 

TONYA MAKAROV or “Tonya the 
machine-gunner’’ who was responsible for 
mass executions in Western Russia during 
the war has been sentenced to death in 
the Soviet Union. According to the Soviet 
press about a dozen war criminals have 
been executed this year. 


TURKEY 


Grey Wolves planned 


Marras Massacre 


IN THE trial of 807 people accused of 
participating in the Karamanmarras 
massacre of last December, the prosecu- 
tion has singled out the Nationalist 
Action Party, and its youth wing the 
‘Grey Wolves’, for masterminding the 
attack on the city’s Shiite moslem 
community. The party’s district leader 
Hasan Balcioglu faces the death penalty 
for his part in the affair. 

According to the prosecution, a bomb 
explosion at a Sunni moslem cinema was 
planted by members of the Grey Wolves, 
who then blamed it on “the communists’’. 
The Shiites, traditionally more left-wing 
than the Sunnis, then became the target 
of a particularly bloody pogrom. 
Altogether over 1,700 people died. 

In Istanbul, Ibrahim Cifti, a Grey 
Wolf, has already been sentenced to 
death for the murder of an assistant 
State Prosectuor who was investigating 
NAP involvement in terrorist outrages. 
Sentencing him, the martial law tribunal 
accused three senior NAP members of 
having instigated the attack. 


This case, and the prosecuting investi- 
gators report to the Karamanmarras 
court has led to widespread calls for the 
banning of the NAP by the Turkish 
government. 


NORWAY 
Nazis in New Coup 


Following the ist May fiasco when 
members of the Norsk Front (Norwegian 
Nazi party) threw a bomb at the Mayday 
Demonstration in Oslo, the wrath of 
public opinion has put considerable 
pressure on the party. The Nazis had 
planned to stand in the forthcoming 
local authority elections (September), 
but they have never been able to get the 
3,000 signatures necessary to have their 
party registered — a precondition for 
participation in Norwegian elections. This 
did not stop the dedicated band. Last 
year they attempted to take over the 
‘Single Persons Party’ a registered party, 
but failed due to spirited opposition 
from other members after an exposure 
by a maoist paper The Class Struggle. 
Following considerable trade union 
pressure to have ‘Norsk Front’ banned 
after the Mayday bombs (a step not yet 
taken by the government), the Nazis have 
changed the name of their party to the 
National Peoples Party — although 
according to ‘fiihrer’ Erik Blucher, it is 
still a racist party. Secondly they have 
succeeded in asecond attempt to infiltrate 
and take over an existing registered party, 
the Norwegian Democratic Party. This is 
one of a number of tiny conservative 
parties in Norway and is a group of 
loosely connected groups who hardly 
know of each others existence. The list 
of Oslo candidates for the party at the 
coming election now includes such well 
known Nazi names as Ole Darbu, Hans 
Otto Meyer Jr., Bitten Caterine Lund and 
Geir Ernst. There is still the possibility 
that the Oslo Election Secretariat will not 
recognise the candidates. But if they do 
the Nazis will have achieved one of their 
major political goals for the seventies — 
despite recent setbacks. 


THE NETHERLANDS/EIRE 


Setbacks for Pieter Menten 


PIETER MENTEN, still to come to trial 
in Rotterdam on war crimes charges, has 
suffered a couple of setbacks in recent 
weeks. First his trial lawyer left him 
announcing that the trial was taking up 
too much of his time. Then an attempt 
was made to burn down his mansion in 
Waterford, Eire. 

Menten is currently petitioning a 
special court in Rotterdam for a post- 
ponement of the trial on grounds of his 
ill-health.

I have been shown a page of your publication 
Searchlight of, I believe, June 1979 headlining 
the Safeguard Britain Campaign, although the 
ensuing material seems to be mostly about 
other matters. 

The article suggests that there is some doubt 
about who runs the Safeguard Britain Cam- 
paign. I can assure that this is not so as you 
could have found out for yourself if you had 
made an enquiry to this office, the address of 
which appears on the literature we have pub- 
lished. Had you done so you would have 
received a statement of our aims and a copy 
of our regular publication “CCommon Market 
Watchdog’’ and these are attached for your 
illumination. 

The SBC was formed after the referendum 
of 1975 by most of the organisations which 
had campaigned fora ‘no’ vote. The constitution 
we devised provided for representation on our 
Committee by these organisations and also for 
election to the Committee from amongst our 
membership. Representation on the Committee 
was offered to the anti-Market organisations of 
political parties represented in Parliament, 
namely, the Conservatives, Labour and Liberals 
and these organisations accepted that represen- 
tation, namely 5 places for the Labour, Trade 
Union and Co-operative movement, two places 
for the Conservatives and one for the Liberals. 

Of the all/non-party anti-Market organisa- 
tions offered representation on the Committee 
one, the Get Britain Out Campaign, ceased its 
activities; another, the Common Market Safe- 
guards Campaign, decided to merge entirely 
within the SBC and four more retained separate 
existence but affiliated and have one or two 
representatives, British Business for World 
Markets, Women Against the Common Market 
and the Anti-Dear Food Campaign each having 
one representative. 


Your article mentions Air Vice Marshal 
Bennett, who is a member of our Committee 
by virtue of the fact that he is one of its seven 
members elected annually by postal ballot by 
our membership. 

Your article refers to Mr Don Martin’s 
On Target which is in no way part of our 
organisation although it does have an anti- 
Market supplement which does, indeed, print 
items sent to it by some of our branches 
around the country. However that is not the 
way in which SBC corresponds with its 
branches. We do so by issuing a monthly 
letter and by individual correspondence. 

Mr Martin attended a few meetings of the 
Committee last year because for a short time 
he was deputising for one of the two represen- 
tatives of the AntiCommon Market League 
and in that capacity attended a few times. 
Incidentally Mr Martin is not actually one of 
our members. 

The article also mentions Mr Oliver Smedley 
who does represent on our Committee the Anti- 
Dear Food Campaign. I think your article is 
misleading in suggesting that we distributed 
Mr Smedley’s recent election address because I 
am sure we did not, although he may have 
brought along a few to the meeting in 
Birmingham he attended and left them 
with the kindly people running the bookstall. 

You will observe from the Statement of 
Aims that we are solely concerned with the 
Common Market and have no view on the 
extraneous subjects introduced in your article. 
One of the extraneous matters was the reference 
to Lady Jane Birdwood who is not a member 
of this Campaign.

The recent fulminations of the ‘Reverend’ 
Ian Paisley against the possibility of the 
Pope visiting Northern Ireland provoked 
a considerable correspondence in the 
letters column of the Westcountry paper 
the Sunday Independent. Amongst the 
letters it published was one from a 
Mr Derek Merry who signed himself 
“Company Commander, Ulster Defence 
Association, Plymouth”’. 

What he did not declare, and what was 
not revealed by the Independent who 
should have been aware of it, is that he is 


also an officer in the local National Front 
branch. Since he joined the Front in 
1977, the hard working Mr Merry has 
been its Young NF Organiser, its Organiser, 
and its Election Officer. 

He is also a man with an unenviable 
criminal record. After being charged with 
assault last December, he was again 
summonsed recently for an attack on a 
young girl during which he threw her to 
the ground and kicked her in the head 
and stomach. The magistrate, in his 
wisdom, bound him over. 

Curiously the same issue of the /nde- 
pendent included a letter denouncing 
homosexuality as ‘‘one more stop on 
the ladder to total mental and racial 
degeneracy”. It was signed by one 
““R. Walker, Secretary, Nationalists 
Against Homosexuality”. Mr Walker is 
also a member of the National Front, 
although it is not at all certain that this 
latest venture will meet with the whole- 
hearted approval of the Party’s national 
leadership, at least as it is presently 
constituted. 
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NEW5s IN BRIEF 


DERMOT IS HIS NAME 


The report by the West German Interior 
Minister Baum, (Searchlight 50; Neo- 
Nazism in Germany today), has ruffled 
the feathers of British Movement leader 
McLaughlin who was mentioned as a 
close contact of a number of the German 
Nazi groups. 

It wasn’t so much the fact that those 
contacts were mentioned in Herr Baum’s 
report but rather that his full name was 
used — Dermot Michael McLaughlin — 
since Dermot is a name he never uses and 
few of his members know this well kept 
secret. He is consequently muttering to 
any of his closest fellow Nazis who cares 
to listen that this diabolical revelation is 
proof of the collaboration between 
Federal Republic Intelligence and Special 
Branch. 

There may of course be a much simpler 
explanation for Dermot McLaughlin to 
consider. Since his full name is on his 
passport and he makes frequent trips to 
Germany it would not be beyond reason 
to suppose that the West German 
authorities had noted the fact and 
allowed him to carry on to make his 
contacts. 

After all it is no secret that he is 
involved with Gerhard Lauck of the 
American based Nazi organisation 
NSDAP-AO which distributes Nazi stickers 
and posters in West Germany, printed 
in the USA in German. 


STALL HOLDER ATTACKED 


Two youths chanting Nazi slogans 
attacked an ANL stall holder in Finchley 
Road, London scattering literature, badges 
and Blair Peach petition forms. As a 
result of the blows to his head he had to 
have hospital treatment requiring six 
stitches. This was the second time in five 
months that the same ANL member had 
been assaulted. 


NO VOTES FOR NF CANDIDATE 


Hertfordshire proved to be a disaster area 
for NF candidate David Brennan of 
Luton. He stood in a parish byelection 
in Kings Walden and failed to get a single 
vote. 


BRENT COUNCIL THREATENED 


Brent Council have been threatened with 
legal action by the National Front who 
have written to the Town Clerk demanding 
an unqualified assurance in writing that 


Front candidates will be given all their 
legal rights under the Representation of 
the People Act. 

A Brent council spokesman said: 
‘‘All applications for use of council 
premises under the Act will, and have 
been, judged purely on merit.” 

The Front had previously failed in an 
application to the High Court to force 
Brent Council into making a school hall 
available for election meetings. Brent 
Council’s view would seem to be that the 
Representation of the People Act doesn’t 
invalidate the Race Relations Act and 
racist organisations should not _ use 
civic property no matter what the 
circumstances. 


RELF RELEASED 


Robert ‘Martyr’ Relf came home to 
Leamington and wife Sadie vowing 
“never again” fier his release from 
Winchester prison. It would seem that 
Relf, one time bodyguard to Colin 
Jordan leader of Britain’s Nazis in the 
1960s, Ku Klux Klan supporter, found 
his latest spell in prison not to his liking. 
He must also feel somewhat annoyed 
about the way he was used by the NF and 
other organisations who quickly dropped 
him when he decided not to fast to death. 


BAD CAPTAINS! 


Searchlight recently had occasion to talk 
to one of the protagonists in the present 
Front leadership dispute, Andrew 
Fountaine, who made it clear that he 
would take the NF to court if he was 
disciplined or expelled from the party. 
During the 1974/5 split he paid a £6,500 
bill for legal expenses when Tyndall took 
Kingsley Read to court for possession of 
the Front building and feels very strongly 
that Tyndall is lacking in gratitude. 

It soon became clear that he was not 
only gunning for Webster but also con- 
siders Tyndall largely responsible for the 
poor election results and the influx of 
thug elements. 

When Searchlight asked Andrew 
Fountaine if he thought that there was 
any truth in the persistent rumours in 
the Front that Tyndall was unable to 
take action against Webster because he 
(Webster) had a hold on him, he said: 
“As an old naval officer I can only tell 
you that there are no bad ship crews — 
only bad ship captains.” 


A TAKE OVER 


According to a report in City Enquirer, 
a’ Manchester alternative paper, there 
has been a right wing take over of the 
Alexander Ward Inner City group. An 


alliance of Conservatives and people 
involved with recent National Front 
election campaigns form the  over- 


whelming majority of the committee. 

Particular mention is made in the 
article of the Treasurer, Mrs Ingeborg 
Tipping and Mrs Irene Hansen, the new 
secretary. 

German born Mrs Tipping, who runs 
a private hotel and is prominent in the 
Whalley Range Association, is a member 
of the Conservative Party but that 
apparently didn’t stop her, along with 
hubby Percy, signing the nomination 
papers of National Front candidate 
Herbert Andrews in last years by-election. 
When challenged later she claimed to have 
been conned. 

The new committee secretary, Mrs 
Hansen, makes no claim for the fact that 


an Irene Hansen seconded Herbert 
Andrews’ nomination. Her husband 
Terrence was Andrews’ proposer and 


himself a Front member, having stood 
as NF candidate in the 1978 Municipal 
Elections for Woodhouse Park. 

Chairman of the committee is Tom 
Murphy, Conservative Parliamentary can- 
didate for Moss Side, and until his defeat 
in the May elections a prominent member 
of City Council. 


BM BOOBY TRAPS 


Some eighteen months ago Searchlight 
reported a number of incidents involving 
the placing of razor blades underneath 
British Movement posters. 

There has recently been a revival of 
this particularly vicious practice, according 
to reports from the Derby area. Police 
issued a warning to people in the 
Ashbourne area following the discovery 
of razor blades inserted along the top 
edge of British Movement posters. The 
discovery was made by post office 
workers who were removing a BM poster 
from a telephone kiosk. 


BITING OFF MORE THAN THEY CAN 
CHEW 


When a number of NF members appeared 
in the Merseyway shopping precinct, 
Stockport on August 4 they started 
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en ae a, ee ee 


throwing their weight around, an art that 
was not particularly well received by the 
local youth who gather there to meet 
their friends at weekend. Nor was the 
behaviour of Front members thought 
much of by the shoppers. 

After one or two skirmishes the 
situation took a turn for the worse for 
the Front as shoppers and local youths 
retaliated. A number of NF members 
received injuries in what the Manchester 
Evening News described as an ‘‘argument’’. 
One member was apparently hit with a 
bottle and needed several stitches for a 
head wound. 

The following Saturday, August 11, 
dozens of youths turned up in the precinct 
waiting to see if the NF returned. 


LUTON STEPS UP ANTI-RACIST 
ACTIVITY 


Tony Benn will launch the Luton ANL’s 
new campaign against the National Front 
and other racist groups in the area. The 
aim of the campaign is to adopt a much 
swifter response to acts of racialism by 
challenging them immediately they take 
place. They also intend to embark on a 
publicity drive on the streets by regular 
leafleting and popularising the aims of 
the ANL. Tariq Ali, recently elected to 
the ANL national steering committee has 
also been invited to speak in September. 


NF KILLER’S “PERSONALITY 
DISORDER” 


Graham Newson, a 17 year old member 
of the National Front, was frequently 
involved in activity in the Brixton area 
but his trips came to an end when he was 
arrested for murdering his girl friend 
Sandra Cross by strangling her with a 
Millwall supporter’s scarf. 

On July 23 he was ordered to be 
detained during Her Majesty’s Pleasure 
at the Old Bailey. Mr James Miskin QC, 
the Recorder of London, speaking of 
Newson’s “deep seated personality dis- 
order”’ said: “It is evident that the Home 
Secretary will never release this young 
man to the public.” 


CYPRIOT STUDENT WINS CASE 
AGAINST THE FRONT 


Judge James Scarlett ruled that former 
East- Kent organiser for the National 
Front, David Smith, was in breach 
of the Race Relations Act when he 
refused to admit Xenophon Kallis, a 
Cypriot student, to a Front meeting. 
Judge Scarlett awarded Kallis £1 damages 
at the end of a two day trial. 

The incident complained of occurred 
in 1977 prior to the county council 
elections when Mr Kallis tried to go into a 
Front meeting at the Bockhanger Com- 
munity Centre. He was stopped by the 
then Front organiser David Smith who 
poked him in the chest and said: “You, 


out’. He was then asked by Mr Kallis if 
he was being refused admission because 
of his colour and replied: ‘‘Yes, that’s 
right’’. 

Commenting on the verdict and the 
fact that he was only awarded £1 damages 
Xenophon Kallis pointed out that he was 
not interested in the money only the 
principle, which was important. 

“The main point I wanted to show 
was the difficulties which the minorities 
face in defending their rights.” 

In his judgement, Judge Scarlett said 
that it was clear that Mr Kallis had gone 
to the meeting after having studied the 
law on Race Relations and Mr Smith’s 
council had made the point that he could 
have been “‘set up’’. 

“We find that he did quite deliberately 
put Mr Smith to the test concerning the 
provision of the Race Relations Act 1968. 
The fact, however, that the defendant 
was put to the test in this way, is not an 
excuse for failing to comply with the 
provisions of the Act’’, said the judge. 


NF THUGS BACK IN COURT 


FRONT members who had been sentenced 
for their involvement in violent attacks 
and assaults on anti-fascists in Norwich 
early this year, were revenily back in 
court. = 

William Royal, an oil rig worker, was 
seeking leave to appeal aga“st his 3 year 
prison sentence. Lord Chief Justice 
Roskill dismissing his application said: 
‘‘Although you were not directly involved 
in a near murderous attack on a 16 year 


old schoolboy who happened to be 
dressed as a punk rocker, you drove the 
two who actually carried out the attack 
in the full knowledge that they were 
armed”. 

Alan Craigen had his sentence increased 
when he appeared before Norwich magis- 
trates for failing to do 150 hours com- 
munity work. The court was told that he 
had only done 15 hours of his sentence, 
which he received for assaulting two 
members of the Socialist Workers Party, 
and consequently the order was replaced 
by 12 months in prison. 


WRONG MEN 


ON THE NIGHT of the General Election, 
May 3, National Front member Brian 
Bertie Carr went to Brannigan’s Nightclub 
in Leeds for a drink and to watch the 
election results on television. But he soon 
found himself in trouble when he attacked 
two men whom he overheard remarking 
that the Front were not doing too well. 

As a result he appeared at Leeds 
Crown Court on August 1 charged with 
causing actual bodily harm-to Anthony 
Tomsett and student Francis Aladics. 
Carr, who pleaded guilty, was sentenced 
to 180 hours community service and 
ordered to pay Tomsett £50 compensation 
and Aladics £25. 

Brian Carr didn’t know at the time 
that the men he was attacking were both 
National Front supporters. He now claims 
to have left the NF but it is not known if 
his victims still have the same political 
sympathies.

In his 1978 report, Sir David McNee, Commissioner of the Metropolitan Police, said that 
£2.5 million was spent on covering the NF and counter demonstrations. This figure was reached 
after an analysis of 18 of the largest marches and demonstrations last year, the most expensive 
being the NF by-election rally in Birkenside in February, which cost £263,000. 

A total of £561,000 was spent on policing the Notting Hill Carnival, which is not included 
in the £2.5m figure.

DEVELOPMENTS 


SPECIAL BRANCH FIGURES 


For the first time, more than half of the 
Chief Constables in England and Wales 
have included a section in their annual 
reports on the Special Branch. Home 
Office officials deny any prompting, but 23 
out of 41 annual reports for 1978 published 
so far (two have yet to be issued) contain 
sections on their Special Branches. 

In May 1978 the then Home Secretary, 
Mr Rees, disclosed, for the first time, the 
total number of Special Branch officers in 
England and Wales —a total of, 1,259 
(Hansard, 24.5.78). He told the Commons, 
during a debate requested by Robin Cook 
MP, that if little information was available 
to people ‘it is not surprising that 
misconceptions arise’. Rees defended the 


importance to this sphere of police work’ 
and regarded it as a ‘normal part of police 
duty’ (a theme taken up by several Chief 
Constables). 

What this new ‘openness’ by the Home 
Secretary, and now the Chief Constables, 
signals is a concerted attempt to legitimate 
the activities of the Special Branch. This 
comes at a time when the Special Branch 
has increased on a scale, in size and 
deployment, unprecedented in its history. 


Legitimating political surveillance 


Amongst the most contentious of the 
Special Branch’s activities is the 
surveillance of political and trade union 
activity on grounds of ‘public order’ 
(demonstrations and pickets) and 
‘subversion’. In 1978 Rees confirmed that 
the brief of the Special Branch had been 
widened to include the monitoring of 
‘subversive’ activities (see Bulletin no 6). He 
said that ‘subversive’ activities were those
